The reorganization of the interior de- 
partment which Secretary Garfield has made 
ig In line with recommendations submitted 
to the president by the Keep departmental 
commission. This commission, of which 


- Secretary Garfield was a member, instituted 


a thorough investigation of the interior de- 
partment, as of all other departments in 
Washington, and made the most damaging 
report about the conditions therein. There 
was absolutely no reflection cast upon Ethan 
Alien Hitchcock, who retired as secretary 
en March 4, but on the other hand attention 
Was called to the remarkable work he. had 
done in purifying a service which had be- 
come honeycombed with inefficiency and 
fraud. Mr. Garfield is carrying on the re- 
form work his predecessor inaugurated, and, 


doing it in a way which is giving satisfac- 


uon not only to the president but to the 
people who have business relations with the 


department. 

Bureaus Can’t Keep Up with Work. 

As an indication of the importance of the 
feorganization the fact is cited that the 
work of the various bureaus has been falling 
Mteadily behind for years. For instance, at 
the close of the last fiscal year thousands of 
daims for patents for public lands were left 
unacted upon, and the number of applica- 
tions for patents on inventions, trade marks, 
Ke, awaiting action at the close of the year 
Was 22,000, an increase of 6,000 over the pre- 
Ceding year. This arrearage was caused by 
the tremendous increase which has occurred 
b recent years in the work of the depart- 
ment. The average increase in the patent 
Office was more than 59 per cent, while the 
increase in the number of employés during 
the same period was less than 12 per cent. 

Delay in the transaction of the business 
of the department further has been caused 
by the antiquated system in use. For ex- 
ample, instead of each bureau being directly 
in touch with the secretary it was necessary 
fer it to send all communications, whether 
ef big or little importance, to an appropriate 
division of the office of the secretary. Men 
im these divisions were permanent officials, 
with ideas of their own and firm believers 
in past policies and methods. In other 
Words, they were bureaucrats of the most 
approved Russian stamp. 

A new chief of bureau might recommend 
an important measure designed to increase 
the efficiency of the service under his con-

BANKER PROMISES 
BIG SUM TO TATE. 


“Gentleman Burglar” to Have 
Received $5,000 from Peo- 
rian for Leaving the 

Country. | 


CAUGHT JUST IN TIME, 


Crook Says He Was to Get Re- 
ward for Silence in Sara- 
toga Hotel Satur- 
day Night.

Five thousand dollars, tt was sajd last night, 
was to have been the price ot Eddie ” Tate's 
silence concerning the identity of persons be- 
hind the Peoria safe burglary. 

This money was to have been paid to Tate 
Saturday night—six or seven hours after he 
was arrested. The “gentleman burglar” 
had planned to go to Milwaukee so soon as he 
received the money, get his wife, and flee to 
Canada. From there they were to have gone 
abroad. 

The money, Tate said, was to have been 
furnished by a Peoria banker. This finan- 
cier, according to Tate, who still is a prisoner 
at Central station, supplied the money for 
the professional crackamen who blew open 
the school safe in Peoria on Jan. 6 and stole 
evidence implicating Newton C. Dougherty 
and $50,000 worth of bonds. 

Citizens of Peoria who are interested in 
keeping Tate silent concerning details of the 
safe robbery are furnishing money to pay 
for his defense. Attorney Charles B. Erbstein 
had a conference with one of them last night. 


Two Want Prisoner Released. 

Two effgrts will be made today to obtain 
the release of Tate on a writ of habeas corpus. 
One will be made by Attorney Erbstein, who, 
in the afternoon, made a formal demand on 
Capt. P. D. O’Brien of the detective bureau 
and Chief of Police Shippy for the release 
of his client on the ground that he was being 
held without a warrant. Chief Shippy re- 
fused to release the prisoner, whereupon the 
attorney announced that he would apply this 
morning for Tate's release on a writ of habeas 
corpus before Judge Willard McEwen or 
Judge Ben M. Smith. 

State’s Attorney Sholes of Peoria also ex- 
pects to visit Chicago today and ask for 
Tate's release on habeas corpus. He and 
Chief of Police Wilson of that city say there 
js no doubt but that Tate was concerned in 
the burglary of the safe; that he was posi- 
tively identified as having been in the neigh- 
borhood the night before the burglary. 

Expects Identification by Victims, 
„ Chiet Bhippy sult that he Would holt Tate 
for several days in Chicago, until persons 
who had been robbed by him might have a 
chance to identify him. He expects a woman 
and two other persons who believe that Tate 
robbed them, to identify him today. 

The chief also said a charge was pending 
against Tate in the Criminal court. This is 
the Flint burglary charge, for which Tate 
never has been tried, having Jumped his bail 
bond of $3,000 last September. 

Tate passed the day in his cell in a cheerful 
humor. Apparently he was not distressed 
over the loss of the $5,000 he was to have 
received for saying nothing and getting out 
of town. 

According to information of those in posses- 
sion of details of the offer, the money was 
to have been given to Tate at the Saratoga 
hotel and was to have been in small bills. 
A Peoria lawyer, said to have been the same 
who arranged details of the safe blowing, 
and a confidential bank clerk were to have 
brought the money. Tate wasto have gotten 
out of town immediately. 


Says He Is Not Worrying. 

“The police got me a little too soon yester- 
day,” said Tate, “but I am not worrying. 
I have good friends back of me. There's a 
banker in Peoria who is much interested in 
this case. There also are one or two attorneys 
who would prefer to have me keep my mouth 
shut. I wasto have been paid $5,000 Saturday 
night at the Saratoga hotel for getting out 
of the country and never coming back. That 
would enable me to lead an honest life. I 
believe I would have started a hat store 
somewhere. 

“Fifty thousand dollars in bonds, proceeds. 
in part, of the safe robbery, are hidden in 
some Chicago safety deposit vault, I think in 
the Masonic temple, and Peoria authorities, 
such of them as are on the square, want 
to find these seourities so they can get the 
five per cent reward. I know where the 
bonds are, and I know who put them there. 

Several police officers in Peoria are mixed 
up in the burglary, and have asked me not 
to talk about the case. A certain detective 
on the force knows as much about the safe 
blowing as anybody in town. Two policemen 
obligingly remained eight blocks away while 
the robbery was being pulled off. 


Says Fay Was in Gang. 

One of the men who blew the safe now Is 
in the state penitentiary and another one, 
according to information that came from 
Deputy Warden Sims of the Joliet peni- 
tentiary, was Eddie Fay, the postomoe 
burglar. I see the police say that Eddie 
Fay is in Australia. I have positive infor- 
mation that he was seen three weeks ago in 
“ Paddy’ Grimes’ saloon at Sixty-third 
street and Cottage Grove avenue A dosen 
persons recognized him. 

“ Chief Wilson of Peoria went to the peni- 
tentiary to see if there were anything in the 
story that a convict there had been one of 
those who blew the safe. Sims told Wilson 
he knew who did the work, and that no mis- 
take would be made in arresting Fay for the 
job. State’s Attorney Sholes and Chief Wil- 
son wanted to bring pressure on the con- 
vict in the penitentiary to tell who did the 
work, but Sims would not consent to it with- 
out permission from Gov. Deneen. Corne- 
lius Minhingen, who was to have acted as 
my attorney in Joliet, says the Peoria people 
would have given thousands of dollars to 
keep the thing quiet.“ 


Says Tate Was in Peoria. 

“ We have evidence that Tate was in Peoria 
on the night before the robbery,” said Chief 
Wilson. He was recognized in a railroad 
station by Patrolman John Riner. A railroad 
official and two residents of Metamora also 
saw him on the train coming into Peoria that 
night. There is no mistake as to his identi- 
fication, and he certainly was one of those 
who committed the robbery. We don't care

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ASKS PENSION FOR MOTHERS 


Prof. Charles Zueblin Would Re- 
‘lease Them from Bondage. 


SAME SUM, RICH OR POOR. 


Only Way to Give Woman Her Eco- | 


nomic Rights, He Says.

No more will the hardworking, conscien- 
tious husband feel obliged to turn over his 
Saturday night pay envelope to his wife if 
Prof. Charles Zueblin of the University of 
Chicago has his way. 

Not content with delving into the problems 
of probationary engagements and the gen- 
eral position of woman in society, Prof. Zueb- 
lin has tackled the menace of race suicide 
and the question of a married woman's prop- 
erty rights, grouped them together, and 
reached a joint solution satisfactory to him- 
self. 

His solution was beende yesterday 
morning in an address before the Society for 
Ethical Culture in Handel hall. It consists 
ot a system of pensions for motherhood, The 
plan, to which, according to the educator, 
society in America sooner or later will be 
driven, contemplates the payment to every 
mother of an income graded not according 
to her husband's salary but according to the 
number of her children. 

Same Sum for Rich or Poor. 

“The sum should be modest, said Prof. 
Zueblin, and should be the same for every 
woman, rich or poor. For the first three 
children T would establish a fixed and equal 
amount—so much a month for each child. 
Then, for each suceeeding child, a decreasing 
amount. I don't believe in the French idea 
of putting a prentiym on the thirteenth child. 
We should encourage a certain number and 
then discourage too great a multiplication.” 

Just how the pension is to be paid or who 18 
to pay it Prof. Zueblin did not make clear. 
Presumably some branch of the government 
would attend to this, but that would be a 
mere matter of detail. 

“I think we shall be driven to pension 
motherhood, unless, somehow, some other 
great change takes place in the economic 
status of the wife and mother,” he said. 
Society will have to do it. At first the idea 
of a pension is repugnant, but it ig entirely 
logical, and it does seem to me possible to 
give the mother an income which shall be 
fixed and which shall give her her right—an 
independent economic position in society. 


Wife Only Man’s Property. 

“I meed not go back into history to show 
that man still considers his wife his property. 
One of the most significant evidences of this 
just now is this talk about ‘the unwritten 
law.’ 

The written law is concerned in some way 
or another with property. The ‘ unwritten 
law’ has to do with the property that is not 
included in the written law. Men do not 
kill for love; they die for love. A man kills 
his wife's lover because he considers her 
his property. It is conclusive proof that he 
does not love her, that he merely resents an 
attempt to share his property. 

However we may theorize and dwell upon 
the beauty of the marriage relation, it re- 
maine ea fact that woman’s social position 
has not reached its proper level. In, the eyes 


of the law\we have abolished slavery, but the 


possession of Woman as property still is con- 


doned. 
Marry Only for Support. 
“There is a strong tendency jn this country 


today to disregard romantic passion, what- | 


ever that is. We look with contempt on 
the French ‘marriage of convenance,’ but 
do you realize that thousands of women in 


this country are marrying every month for 


nothing except support?

DISGRACE OF ARMY DISCHARGE 
DRIVES SOLDIER TO SUICIDE. 


Letter Left for Coroner Declares Dis- 
missal from Hospital Corps Was Un- 
merited and Work of Enemies.

New York, Aprti 28.—Disgrace, attending a 
dishonorable discharge from the United 
States army, which he declared unmerited, 
drove a former soldier, who had assumed the 
name of George Sturm,“ to suicide today. 
in a little room he had rented in Fifty-fifth 
stréet. A letter addressed to the coroner, 
found beside the body, says: 

I am &.German by birth, 36% years old, and 
served from June 28, 1902, until Aug. 10, 1906, in 
the hospital corps, United States army. At that 
date I was sentenced by a general court martial to 
be dishonorably discharged from the service of the 
United States and to be confined at hard labor for 
the period of six months. The offense charged I 
never committed and only through the efforts of an 
officer and the false statements of two lying wit- 
nesses, notorious enemies of mine, I was convicted. 

The disgrace of my unjustified dishonorable dis- 
charge caused impossibility to secure a suitable 
position. Friends or relatives I do not have, at least 
in this country, and, since my name is not an 
original one, nobody will care. 

A few days ago the man told his landlady 
that he had been out of work for six months, 
but that want had no part in his suicide was 
shown by the fact that he left bankbooks 
showing deposits of over $600. This money 
he left by will to the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals. 


VOLCANO STROMBOLI IN A RAGE. 


Tremendous Report Which Breaks Win- 
dows Followed by Deluge of Cin- 
ders and Streams of Lava.

from Stromboli reports that the volcano de- 
veloped sudden activity about 9:30 this 
morning. A ‘tremendous report, which 
broke all the windows in the vicinity, was 
followed by a hail of cinders and stones, to 
the great terror of the inhabitants. 
Immediately afterward streams of lava be- 
gan to flow down the east side of the moun- 
tain, destroying vineyards in their path, 
Several peasants who were at work on the 
slopes of Stromboli at the time are missing. 
It is feared they were overtaken by lava and 


killed.

DOOM IS SEALED? 


RUEF’S 


Conviction of Boss“ Believed to Have 
Been Made Sure. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 28.—Late tonight 
it was learned that Mayor Schmits has 
weakened and, in the hope of securing im- 
munity from punishment, or at least oonces- 
sions in the way of a reduced sentence, has 
made a partial confession of his guilt of the 
charges of graft. 

Detective Burns admitted that Schmitz had 
made a statement which sheds new and im- 
portant light on the operations of the graft- 
ers, Dut would not give out the details, He 
said: 

“ Schmitz has made a partial confession in 
relation to the trolley deal and other matters. 
The negotiations for this statement were 
carried on with us by a high official of the 
city. Schmit has admitted that previous to 
the granting of the trolley franchises he and 
other city officials reached an ‘ understand- 
ing’ with President Calhoun.” 

Burns would not admit that the prosecu- 
tion had promised Schmitz immunity, but it 
ig thought that some important concessions 
were granted or he never would have broken 
down. 

Calhoun Protests Innocence. 

Calhoun was seen late tonight and told that 
Schmitz had made a partial confession in- 
volving him. He said: 

“I don’t care what confessions or state- 
ments Schmitz makes. I am innocent, and 
do not fear anything he may do or tell.“ 

Schmits’s proposition to the prosecutors was 
that if Immunity was granted him he would 
do the following things: 

Resign the office of mayor of San Fran- 
cisco, 

Make a full confession to the grand jury 
of everything he knows about municipal 
graft.

Chairman Shanahan, of the appropriations 
committee, has said plainly that he favors 
giving the governor all he wants in the way 
of money for the state charitable institu- 
tions, but the members of the committee may 
think differently. Mr. Shanahan and other 
members of the committee say the fight is 
not against the governor, but that it is the 
feeling against the state board of charities 
that has existed for the last ten years and 
is no more pronounced against the present 
board than against former boards. The 
members, they say, prefer to find out by 
personal investigation the wants of the state 
institutions, and not to accept as final the 
recommendations of the state board of chari- 


ties. 
Compromise May Be Reached. 


The visit of Gov. Deneen and Chairmen 
Shanahan and Gardner of the house and 
senate appropriations committees te Joliet 
and the discussion of state financial matters 
in general, which undoubtedly will soon take 
place, may result in a compromise on the 
question of appropriations and remove one 
great obstacle in the way of final adjourn- 
ment and the possibility of an extra session. 

This, however, is but one phase of the sit- 
uation. Local option will come upon Tueaday. 
If the democratic members carry out their 
announced intention of fighting the bill to 
the last ditch it is probable an absolute 
deadlock will result on Tuesday so far as pass- 
age or advancement of bills is concerned. 
There are two solutions: Either the demo- 
crats must yield to the extent of allowing 
the bill to come to a vote and {trying to de- 
feat it on its merits, or Speaker Shurtleff 
must gavel it through. The latter solution 
seems most probable, as Minority Leader 
Pattison has declared that local option is 
to be made a state issue by the democratic 
party, and they will therefore fight to the 
last against it in the house. 

The much bemauled and buffeted pure food 
bill will also come up on Tuesday, that is, if 
local option does not tie things in a hard 
knot. Amendments will be presented by 
Mr. Lindly that will put the bill in something 
like presentable form, and it will then go to 
the appropriations committee for action on 
the $100,000 appropriation, 

Interest in Charter Fight. 

What will be done by the conference of 
country: members Tuesday evening to con- 
sider action on the Chicago charter is an- 
other question that is exciting much inter- 
est. The @emocratic members, sore over 
the advancement of the local option bill and 
the desertion of some of the Cook county 
members on whom they counted, will not 
take part in the conference. This fact is 
significant, as it may mean heaps of trouble 
for the charter. Representatives Chiper- 
field, Lindly, and Sheldon, who have created 
the most trouble in the charter committee, 
are satisfied with the proposed amend- 
ment expressly providing that the powers of 
the legislature as to legislation to Chicago 
will not be limited by the charter, and so far 
as the down state republican members are 
concerned the troubles of the charter are 
about over. It is from the democratic mem- 
bers henceforth that trouble, if any, will 
come. 

Even if the unexpected happens and the 
threatened storm suddenly subsides, hope 
for final adjournment at the end of next 
week seems to have gone glimmering. There 
are 208 bills on the house calendar now, 
and, although Speaker Shurtleff and the re- 
publican steering committee will go through 
them this week and weed out the riffraff, the 
“strong arm work on these measures can 
hardly clear the calendar suffictently to al- 
low sine die adjournment within two weeks. 


Senate to Consider Charter. 

Meetings of the senate charter committee 
in the afternoon and night of each day this 
week have been decided upon to secure quick 
action on the bill. Mr. Berry’s committee 
will also keep in touch with the house char 
ter committee, so that the form of the bill 
to be reported out by the senate and the house 
will be nearer alike than perhaps they oth- 
erwise would be. This plan will also do 
away with the necessity of a protracted con- 
ference of committees of both houses to 
which the bills when passed will probably 
be sent. 

The omnibus bills carrying appropriations 
for the state charitable institutions will prob- 
ably be passed by the senate during the 
week. The claim has been made that the 
sums granted are inadequate for the needs 
of the institutions. If any change in the 
figures are made, which is thought prob- 
able, they will be agreed upon in the house 
committee, or in the conference committee 
when the bills are passed by the house. A 
large number of appropriation bills will be 
passed by the senate during the week. 

The senate committee on railroads has been 
given until Tuesday to make a report on the 
two rate bille which were withdrawn from 
the senate calendar and recommitted. Sen- 
ator Berry is authority for the.statement 
that the senate will pass a railroad rate bill 


of some sort. 
“Rock Pile Bill“ to Pass. 


The senate is expected to pass Senator 
Cruikshank’s bill extending the power toar- 
rest vagrants to bailiffs of the Municipal 
courts and providing that the fines and costs 
imposed upon them shall be worked out at 
the rate of $1.50 per day for each day’s work, 
or until the vagabond is discharged accord- 
ing to law. The bill is now on third reading 
and is greatly desired by the judges of the 
Municipal courts of Chicago. 

Action wilt probably be taken on Mr. Cruik- 
shank’s bill Which amends the corporation 
act and provides that corporations organized 
for erecting, owning, maintaining, and leas- 
ing of store, office, and factory buildings may 
be organized and conducted under the pro- 
visions of this act, but in such case the real 
estate authorized to be owned by section 5 of 
the corporation act shall be continguous and 
shall not exceed in value $5,000,000. The bill 
now ts on second reading. 

Chicago park bills passed by the house last 
week and the Chicago school teachers’ pen- 
slon measure will be considered, and favora- 
ble action on them will no doubt be taken.

! FINDSLONG LOST BROTHER 


CHICAGO MAN MEETS HIM AFTER 
45 YEARS’ SEPARATION. 
Theophilus C. Turlay, President of 
Wire Company, Goes to Portland, 
Ore., to Straighten Out Valuable. 
Shipment of Goods and Discovers 
Kinsman Whom He Had Net Seen 
Since Eulistment in Federal Army 
at the Beginning of the Civil War. 


A mountain washout and a consequent 
delay in a shipment by the Chicago Insule ted 
Wire company brought about a meeting, in 
Portland, Ore., yesterday between Theophi- 
lus C. Turlay, 300 Oakley boulevard, presi- 
dent and owner of the company, and his 
brother, Benjamin Turlay, whom he had not 
seen nor heard from in forty-five years. 

When the company shipped $77,000 worth 
of goods to the Pacific coast several weeks 
ago a freshet delayed traffice, and the ship- 
ment went astray. Mr. Turlay went to Port- 
land to clear up the tangle and there found 
his brother. 


Separated in Civil War. 

The story of the separation dates to the be- 
ginning of the civil war. Three brothers, 
Benjamin, Alfred, and Theophilus Turlay, 
came from Manchester, England, when boys, 
in 1857. In 1858 they moved to Chicago, at 
which time T. C. Turlay was 12 years old. 


All worked with commercial firms until the 
outbreak of the war, when all enlisted, but 


in different regiments and branches of the 
service. Alfred enlisted in the infantry and 
was with Sherman. Theophilus joined Bat- 
terxy B of the Illinois volunteers, and Ben- 
jamin enlisted as a trooper. 3 

In this way the brothers became separated. 
After the war Theophilus. served eight years 
in the commissary department of the United 
States army and was stationed at Fort 
Leavenworth. Then he returned to Chicago 
and became connected with the Chicago 
Insulated Wire company. of which he was 
stockholder, vice president, president, and 
owner for seventeen years, N 

Hear Nothing of Lost Brother. 

After the war the youngen brothers, Alfred 
and Theophilus, met upon their return to 
Chicago. Nothing was heard of Benjamin 
except that he had received an honorable dis- 
charge from the army and had gone west. 
The Chicago brothers made a number of at- 
tempts to learn of his whereabouts or of his 
possible death. Alfred Turlay died without 
seeing the missing brother. 

Mrs. T. C. Turlay said she had received a 
telegram from her husband from Portland 
early in the morning, but that he had made 
no reference to finding his brother, and that 
the meeting evidently took place after he 
had wired She was much surprised and 
pleased at the news, though she said that she 
never had seen the lost brother.

Redistricting Map Probably Will 
Be Sent to the State Cap- 
ital Tonight. 


The making over of Chicago’s political map 
go as to provide fifty wards, each to be repre- 
gented by one alderman in the city council, 
will occupy the attention of both republican 
and democratic politicians today. An effort 
will be made to complete the draft and send 
u to Springfield tonight for incorporation in 
me charter bill. 

The first result of the proposed redistrict- 
ing. if carried out, will be to retire Ald. John 
Coughlin from the city council. He will go 
out under a sort of legislative statute of limit- 
ations. Other aldermen will be affected, but 
none quite go seriously as Coughlin. 

The present boundaries for the First ward 
will be retained, but as there will be only one 
alderman from each ward, Ald. Kenna, who 
was elected this spring, would be the hold- 
over and Coughlin would have to go. The 
only way to avoid it would be for Ald. Kenna 
to resign and give Coughlin a chance to 
run in his place. Aid. Kenna is out of town, 
but his friends say he is not ready to quit 
the council. 


Brennan and Powers Together. 

Over on the west side a curious state of 
affairs would be presented if the division 
ef the Eighteenth and Nineteenth wards 
ghould be made in accordance with the pres- 
ent plans. Ald. Brennan of the Eighteenth 
ward and Powers of the Nineteenth ward, 
would be put in the same territory. Both 
could hold until the two year term for which 
they were clected this spring had expired, and 
then one or the other would have to give way. 
The tentative map contemplates making a 
ward out of the territory bounded by Kinzie, 
Morgan, Twelfth streets, and Ashland 
avenue. Both Brennan and Powers live in- 
side these limits, as also does Ald. Conlon of 
the Eighteenth ward. Conlon, however, goes 
out next spring, as does Ald. Bowler of the 

Nineteenth, but the next year both Brennan 
and Powers could not represent the ward in 
the council. 

In the Second ward, Ald. Dixon would have 
to step aside for Ald. Harding, who is the 
holdover, and in the Third, Ald. Pringle would 
give way to Ald. Foreman. In the new 
Seventh, now the Sixth ward, Ald. Young 
would hold over as would Ald. Bennett in the 
new Eighth, but Ald. Snow would be thrown 

to an entirely different kind of population 
if he wanted to make another campaign for 
the city council, but there would be no hold- 
over alderman in the new Ninth to keep him 


out. 
M ypole Would Be Forced Out. 

In the Fourteenth ward Ald. Maypole would 
be retired, as Ald. Lawley is the holdover, and 
in the Seventeenth ward, Ald. Dever would 
have to retire for a year at least. as Ald. Sitts 
was elected in the same territory this spring. 

The new Twentieth ward, the parts of the 
present Twenty-first and Twenty-second 
south of Chicago avenue, would be left with- 
out any alderman, and the Twenty-first, be- 


“tween Chicago avenue and Division street, 


would also be without a holdover alderman. 
But the new Twenty-third, north of Division 
street, would be amply provided for, Ald. 
Taylor of the present nty-first, , Ald. 
Josetti of the Twenty-s „ang Ald: Hey 
of the Twenty-third Wing within the con- 
templated boundaries. After the have 
Served their present terms two of the three 
must give way to the survivor. 


Law Protects the Holdovers. 


“The act, if passed by the legislature, 
could not well take effect before next spring.“ 
said Ald. Milton J. Foreman. Under the 
constitution of Illinots even the legislature 
cannot legislate an alderman out of the office 
to which he has been elected. 

“But the terms of half of the council 
expire next spring, and the other half will 
remain as‘holdovers. This is the case with 
state senators when the legislature redis- 
tricts the state by senatorial districts. 
Half of the senators have still two more 
years to stay, and so they remain for that 
time, no matter in what districts they may 
be thrown. It would be possible for a dis- 
trict to have two holdover senators just as 
some wards in Chicago will have two hold- 
over aldermen. The last time the city was 
redistricted this happened. New aldermen 
were elected in wards which had no hold- 
overs.”’ 

The publication of the first plan of the re- 
Apportionment aroused the politicians in 
several quarters of the city to great activity. 
Today they will present their suggestions and 
objections to the redistricting committee at 
republiean headquarters, 7@ Fifth avenue. 


County Democracy Interested. 
The political action committee of the 
County Democracy decided it ought to take 
a hand in the proposed redistricting of the 
city. So it appointed a committee composed 
of Robert E. Burke, Daniel J. McMahon, 
George Milligan, Simon O’Donmell, and John 
T. Keating to confer with the other politi- 
€ians in the matter. 

Chairman William L. O’Connell of the dem- 
ecratic central committee expressed his ap- 
proval of the preliminary plan, and called 
@ meeting of the executive committee for 
today to consider the changes as a whole. 

The numerous objections from party lead- 
ers that came to the surface made it appar- 
ent that considerable changes in the ward 
boundaries on the tentative map will be made 
today, particularly on the extreme south side. 
Chairman Reddick also threw out the hint 
that the plan would be subject to revision also 
after it gets into the charter committees at 
Springfield. Secretary Paul Redieske will 
carry the map to the capital tomorrow of 
Wednesday. 


Ten Wards for North Side. 

It is fairly well established that ten wards 
will be Allotted to the north side and Lake 
View, as laid out in the tentative map. 
James Pease expressed his approval of the 
division of Lake View into four wards, and 
Mayor Busse, Corporation Counsel Brundage 
and other north side leaders will confer today 
On the rearrangement of the Twenty-first, 
Twenty-second, Twenty-third, and Twenty- 
fourth wards. 

Out on the south side Committeeman 
Charles W. Vail of the Thirty-second ward 
doesn't like the reapportionment of his terri- 
fory shown on the tentative map. His idea 
is that three long narrow wards should be 
carved out of the territory bounded by State, 
Sixty-third, and Eighty-seventh streets and 
the west city limits. The town of Calumet 
hte would make a ward by itself. ‘Then there 
Would be another ward east of State street, 
between Seventy-first and Ninety-fifth 
streets, or thereabouts. 

Ald. Snow is another politician who didn’t 
like the looks of the tentative map. He ob- 
jected to the addition to his territory of the 
forth end of the Eighth ward. 

The Seventh ward,“ he said, “* is almost 
entirely prohibition territory, while the north 
end of the Eighth is not. It would be an 
incongruous arrangement to throw such 
diverse neighborhoods together in one polit- 
teal division. The natural and obvious way 
to divide the Seventh ward is along Sixtieth 
street, making two wards of about equal pro- 
portions.”’ : 

Ald. Bennett, who by that arrangement 
would be thrown 
two, will support the demand of Ald. Snow, 
who would be placed in the south division. 
State Chairman Roy O. West, commi 
from the Seventh ward, ts also nursing a 
grouch on the disposition of the Hyde Park 
wards.

N. Fisher, head of the Traveler's Aid depart- 
ment of the T. W. C. A., transferred the girl 
from the waiting room of the station to the 
annex to the Harrison street police station. 
She is there now. 

Miss Julia Gleason, a settlement worker, 
known as the angel of the Annex, is at- 
tempting to have the girl given protection 
until she may continue her journey west to 
her parents. Meanwhile the Kentucky girl 
is in the police station annex in company 
with women of the streets and a collection 
of girls recently arrested for moon danc- 
ing. Mise Gleason criticised the activities 
of the Y. W. C. A. workers for turning over 
to the police girle needing aid, regardless of 
their’ character. a 


Comes Alone on Journey. 


Miss Farney arrived in Chicago over the 
Big Four road at 7:80 o’clock Friday morning. 
She had but $10.50 in her possession. 

With this sum she expected to purchase a 
half fare ticket to Denver, but was told by 
the ticket seller that he could do nothing for 
her. She was alone and ignorant of travel. 
She took a seat in the waiting room, and later 
im the forenoon the ticket seller telephoned 
to the Y. W. C. A. headquarters. 

In the afternoon the superintendent of the 
travelers’ ald department took charge. She 
took the little girl with her small baggage 
to the Harrison streét police station and she 
was given a place along with the female char- 
acters held by the police. 

She was not discovered until Miss Gleason 
came to lead the regular Sunday services. 
Then the innocent face of the girl wae sin- 
gled out. Miss Gleason made inquiries and 
found that the little miss had committed no 
crime, but was merely being assisted in 
a time of need. 

Matron Advises Against Annex. 

Mrs. Helan, the matron in charge of the 
annex, says she took Mrs. Fisher aside when 
the girl was brought to the station and asked 
her to go somewhere else. 

“You know what class of girls she will be 
compelled to live with here and what they 
will be apt to teach her,” she said to Mrs. 
Fisher. ’ 

“ The girl broke down,” said Miss Gleason. 
“She cried when I talked to her and begged 


me to take her away. 
„ Why did they bring me here,’ she asked.

INQUIRY ON-GIRL'S DEATH. 


ESE HALE, 16 YEARS OLD, 


DIES; EXPOSURE FOLLOWS. 


Pupil in Chicago Lawn School Suc- 
cumbs Following Birth of Child— 
Makes No Statement Before Passing 
Away—Relatives in Ignorance of 
Her Situation Before the End—Po- 
lice May Take Up Investigation to 
Find Guilty Person. 


A police investigation may follow as a re- 
suit of disclosures made yesterday in con- 
nection with the death of Margaret Hale, 16 
years old, a schoogirl of Chicago Lawn. The 
young girl died last Tuesday afternoon from 
convulsions, after she had given birth to a 
child on the previous day. 

The girl lived with her uncle, Richard 
Parry, 3552 West Sixty-fourth street, a well 
to do resident of the suburb, whe brought her 
to this country from South Wales two years 
ago. She was a pupil in the eighth grade of 
the Chicago Lawn public school and at- 
tended school until the Friday before her 
death. 

Who was responsible for her condition is 
unknown to the members of the family and 
her friends. 

Dr. Ira A. Eberhart, who attended the girl, 
immediately reported the case to the health 
department. Un the death certificate Dr. 
Eberhart stated that Margaret died from 
convulsions. Officials of the health depart- 
ment, however, investigated the case and 
reported that there was nothing of a criminal 
nature in connection with the immediate 
cause of death. 


4 
School Friends at Funeral. 

The funeral, which was held last Thurs 
day, was attended by most of the giri’s 
schoolmates, with whom Margaret was pop- 
ular. Her Uttle son is living and has been 
adopted by a Chicago Lawn family. Neigh- 
bors say that Mr. and Mrs. Edward W. Ot- 
stott, 6315 South St. Louls avenue, friends 
of the Parrys, have taken the child as their 
own. * 

This was denied by Mrs. Otstott, although 
she admitted that she and her husband last 
Monday adopted a boy baby born on that 
day. In answer to a question as to whether 
the Otstotts hed adopted the child, Mr. Parry 
said: 

*“* Nobody is supposed to know that. Peo- 
ple may say whatever they please; it cannot 
be proved that Mr. and Mrs. Otstott adopted 
the child born to Maggie.” ; 


Makes No Last Statement. 


Members of the family were ignorant of the 
girl's condition until a few moments before 
her last illness. An attempt was made to 
get a statement from the girl as to who was 
responsible, but without success. Margaret 
was to have been the heir of her uncle, who 
is nearly 70 years old and childiess.

In several instances nothing but soft 
drinks could be obtained. and in two cases 
the halls were closed for the season. Another 
hall had been turned into a 5 cent theater. 

The Freiheit hall, at 3417 Halsted street, 
regarding which Sergeant Miller complained 
the Saturday night previous because a good 
many young girls and boys were drinking, it 
was found had experienced a great reforma- 
tion. 


Tells Girls to “Go Home.” 


Policeman O’Brien, who was stationed at 
the foot of the stairs, evidently had received 
his instructions. Sergeant Miller watched 
him from an unexposed position. 

“ You'll have to go home to your mother,“ 
Miller heard the policeman say to more than 
one girl. You can't come in here You'll 
get into trouble if you do and you'll get me 
into trouble. Run along home, girls.“ 

At the Walla Walla hall, Thirty-seventh 
street and Wentworth avenue, the manage- 
ment said it was impossible to conduct dances 
at a profit under the strict regulations now 
imposed by the police, and the hall had been 
closed for the season, 

At McKinley hall, Thirty-Afth street and 
Archer agenue, it wag said there would be 
mo more Hanes The bureau had received 
a complaint concerping this hall and had gone 
there prepared to make some arrests. 

There was a small crowd at Sivore’s hall, 
at Forty-third and State streets, and noth- 
lug but temperate drinks were sold. 

Reports an Orderly Orowd. 

“ Three nnneree girls were dancing at 
Boulevard hall,“ Fifty-fifth and Halsted 
streets,“ said Miller's report, and it would 
have been impossible to find a more orderly 
crowd. They were drinking soda water and 
lemonade. No liquor was sold.“ 

The hall at Forty-seventh street and Ash- 
land avenue, formerly one of those that was 
criticised, has been converted into a 5 cent 
theater since the crusade against the dance 
halls started under Chief Shippy.

Dietrich 
of the real estate board was under considera- 
tion. If he is not selected some other repre- 
sentative of that organization will be.

THREE MEN UNDER ARREST 
ON SUSPICION OF MURDER. 


Mrs. John Morris, Wounded Herself, 


Identifies One of Them as the Slayer 
of Her Husband. 


Three men are under arrest at Mexwell 
street police station on suspicion of being 
members of a gang who murdered John 
Morris, 30 years old, and seriougly wounded 
his wife, early yesterday morning after 
breaking into their house at 52 Sholto street. 
They are Michael O’Shea, Jeremiah Sullivan, 
and William Sheehan. Mrs. Morris says she 
is positive O'Shea stabbed her husband to 
death. 

The trouble which resulted in the murder 
began early Saturday evening. Three men, 
who had been told by Morris to stay away 
from the house, knocked at the door and 
struck at him when he opened it. Morris 
seized a chair and drove the men away, and 
then went to bed, believing they had aban- 
doned the attack upon him. 

About 8 a. m. a loud pounding was heard at 
the rear door. Morris answered and was told 
to open the door or it would be broken in. 
He refused and a few moments later an ax 
crashed through the window. Then there 
were blows upon the door with the ax. Mrs. 
Morris pushed the kitchen table against the 
door to prevent the men from gaining en- 
trance, and Morris searched for some weapon 
of defense. 

The house was in darkness when the door 
gave way and the three men sprang over the 
table and into the room. Mrs. Morris hearé 
her husband shout for help just as she lighted 
a light, and saw a man whom she identifies 
as O'Shea stab him above the heart. 

Mrs. Morris was struck in the back with 
some weapon which made a deep wound. 
She ran from the house, and two blocks away 
she met detectives, who accompanied her 
back to the house. Morris was dead by this 
time and his assailants had fed. Mrs. Morris 
said she knew no reason for the attack.

GRAND JURY TO BEGIN INVESTI- 
GATION TOMORROW. 


All Docket Cases Expected to Be Dis- 
posed Of Today, Leaving Way Clear 
for Inquiry Inte Campaign Meth- 
ods of Collins and His Aidse—Re- 
sults May Reach Further than the 


Wearers of Uniforms, and Others, 


May Be Named in Indictments. 


The police investigation, which has dis- 
closed so much corruption in the department 
in the régime of former Chief Collina, will 
come to a climax with grand jury action to- 
morrow morning. It is probable that others 
than police officials will be named in indict, 
ments that are sure to follow this iInvesti- 
gation. 

Almost all witnesses who were examined 
dy the civil service commission will be sum- 
moned by the grand jury. Subpenas will 
be sent to the witnesses today. A significant 
fact is that former Chief Collins will 
not be summoned. When it is expected that 
a man may be indicted he is never called 
before the grand jury. 

In connection with the new turn of the in- 
vestigation, attention was called to the fact 
that former Commissioner of Public Works 
O Connell, former Police Attorney Comer- 
ford, and E. H. Roche, had violated civil 
service laws in the recent

Evidence heard in the police investigation 
showed that Comerford probably was the 
most flagrant violator of the letter and spirit 
of the civil service laws in laying down to all 
— policemen methods of doing campaign 

ork. 

At least twenty policemen who were wit- 
nesses before the civil service commission 
told of being called to Collins office, where 
they were told by the chief that the ad- 
ministration had been good to them,” and 
then ordered to report to Attorney Comerford, 
who gave the men instructions te “ go out 
and work for Dunne.“ a 

There is a clause in the civil service. law 
which expressly prohibits any citizen not 
under civil service from coercing or ordering 
civil service emiployés to do political work, 
collect political funds, or contribute to a 
political fund. 


Fund Turned Over to O'Connell. 

Former Commissioner O’Connell’s name 
was brought prominently into the case by 
several witnesses, who said they were told 
to turn their money overto him. This, they 
said, they did. It is known that the com- 
missioner was so closely connected with the 
collection of the Dunne slush fund that it 
scarcely would be possible for him to be in 
ignorance of laws which were being violated 
daily in his and other departments of the 
city government. 

E. H. Roche, who was in charge of Dunne’s 
headquarters in the Sherman house, also re- 
ceived a large amount of the money which 
was squeezed from the unwilling police de- 
partment. Several policemen told the com- 
missioners that they were instructed by 
former Chief Collins to turn the money-col- 
lected in their districts over to Roche. 


Says Witnesses Will Be Called.

FIGHT FIRE; SLAIN BY BLAST. 


| Dynamite Concealed in Building Near 


St. Louis Kills Two Men and 
Injures Eight. 


St. Louls, Mo., April 28.—Albert Zimmer- 
man and John Becker were killed and eight 
men injured today at Luxemburg, a suburb 
of St. Louis, by an explosion of dynamite 
while they were attempting to extinguish a 
fire in a small building. Several of the in- 
jured are in a serious condition. 

The police are working on the theory that 
the fire was of incendiary origin. Residents 
of the neighborhood had no knowledge of 
dynamite being in the building. 

When the flames were first discovered many 
men joined in the effort to extinguish them. 
Suddenly an explosion fsom within the build- 
ing demolished it, killing the two men and 
badly -injuring eight. Several more were 
slightly hurt. 


SALOONS QUIT LEAVENWORTH? 


Beer Agents Will Stop Business and 
Retail Dealers May Follow 
Suit Soon. 


Leavenworth, Kas., April 28.—[Special.]— 
It was announced today that all the beer 
agents, those not named in the recent Su- 
preme court injunction included, will quit 
business here, and it is believed by many 
that there will be no open saloons in Leaven- 
worth by the end of the week. Judge Garver 
and Judge Allen, the receivers, took posses- 
sion of the five buildings supposed to be 
owned by the Schlitz Brewing company yes- 
terday. The property is valued at $50,000. 
Two wholesale liquor houses have removed 
their stock.

These ex- 
perts, upon returning to the outer air, gave 
it as their opinion that a rescue would be 
impossible until some time tomorrow after- 
noon at least. The miners have now been 
shut off from the world for nearly seventy- 
two hours. Their supply of food is long 
since exhausted, and it is only a question of 
time until the supply of air in the heading in 
which they are imprisoned will be exhausted.

Berlin, gathering recruits on the way, until 
finally. they will wind up in time fer the world 
peace conference at The Hague in June.” 

He said he believed such a demonstration 
would have great effect in inducing the dele- 
gates from the various nations to adopt a 
general peace plan. 

Miss Addams referred in a short talk to the 
“nobler martyrdom of advocating peace.” 

“At the bottom of soldierly heroism,” she 
said, “is a sense of martyrdom. What we 
should do is to seek new and higher expres- 
sion for such a desirable trait in men.“ 


Expects Much Aid from Jews.

STANDING ARMY IN CUBA? 


PLAN FINDS LITTLE SUPPORT IW 
ANY QUARTER. / 


Gov. Magoon Believes It Next to In 
possible to Find in Island 13,000 
Men of Proper Military Spirit and 
Acumen to Be Organized Into Body 
of Defense—Project Would Impose 
Unwarranted Burden on People— 
No Necessity Exists. 


HAVANA, April 28.—The plan of a Cuban 
standing army of 12,000 men, as suggested 
by the general staff of the American army, 
is most attractive to that element of the Cu- 
ban people which is fond of the gold lace 
and regalia of Spanish-American armies. But 
among the conservative element the plan ex- 
cites really less interest than the preceding 
one to recruit the rural guard up to 12,000 
men. 

The latter plan was opposed vigorously 
even by the liberals, who, it was supposed, 
would have jumped at the opportunity 
opened by such a lavish distribution of pat- 
ronage, and while the standing army scheme 
evidently has been framed to meet their ob- 
jections the apparent impossibility of this ac- 


complishment has caused it to be received.

Doubta Cuba’s Military Power. 

Gov. Magoon, who has not yet been advised 
of any intention of the war department to 
adopt the elaborate program of the general 
staff, does not believe it possible to recruit 
in the island of Cuba 12,000 soldiers who shall 
come up to the standard of the United States 
army. This View is shared fully by Cubans 
experienced in military affairs, who point out 
that the United States today has such diffi- 
culty im obtaining satisfactory recruits for its 
relatively small establishment of 60,000 men 
that it cannot keep the ranks of the army of 
pacification even reasonably full. How, then, 
say they, can Cuba be expected to raise a 
force 6f 12,000 mem which, in proportion to 
population, would be equivalent to more than 
half a million soldiers in the United States? 

While it is true that Cuba is richer in colo- 
nels than Kentucky, and rivals Hayti in the 
matter of generals, few of these warriors 
have any knowledge of military tactics other 
than those of the bush. To insure a supply 
of trained officers a. military academy, a Cu- 
ban West Foirt, they say, is indispensable. 
This is in line with a recent proposition 
strongly urged upon Gov. Magoon by Gen. 
Estenoz, a prominent Uberal, that at least 
two school ships be established to form the 
nucleus of a Cuban Annapolis in which to 
rear the Farraguts, Nelsong, and Togos of 
Cuban fleets to be. 


Imposes Double Burden. 

Still more serious objections to the scheme 
are that it at once imposes on the republic 
the double burden of a huge military estab- 
lishment, which will absorb at least one- 
third of the revenues, and the diminutiom of 
the already thin ranks of labor by just 80 
many men as are called upon to bear arms. 

Apart from these military and economic 
objections there la the pregnant question of 
what necessity exists for the creation of a 

standing army. What, it is asked, is this 
army to do, assuming that it be possible to 
ralse it? If the force is designed for insur- 
ance against foreign aggression, what be- 
comes of the obligation of the United States 
to preserve inviolate the soil of Cuba? 

That the project does not excite any grave 
apprehensions among Cubans of any faction 
is due to the impression that the plan is 
merely a tentative proposition of\the gen- 
eral staff and that the manifest obstacles in 
the way of its accomplishment render it en- 
tirely unlikely of serious consideration by 


the erican government.

CREW OF STEAMER REACH PORT 
AFTER ESCAPING DEATH. 


‘Sailors Taken from Disabled British 
Vessel Lucifer by the fagami When 
They Have Paased Through Long 
Vigil eon Wave-Washed Decks — 
Liner’s Officers Accused by Surviv- 
ors of Having Refused to Give Aid 
to the Sufferers. 


FALMOUTH. April 28.—The British steam- 
er Sagami arrived here today, carrying the 


rescued after floating for a week on a help- 
less ship, expecting to have the vessel founder 
in the heavy seas that washed the deck every 
night. 

The members of the crew of the Lucifer 
say it was discovered on April 8 that the ves- 
sel’s stoke hold was filling with water. The 
pumps were manned, but the water gained 
until it reached the fires, which were ex- 
tinguished. 


The steamer then drifted helplessly. The 


captain ordered all the boats stocked with 


provisions for twelve days and made ready 


+ for instant use. 


Two Vessels Pass, Not Seeing. 
A keen lookout was kept, and three days 


of two passing vessels. The Lucifer’s distress 
signals, however, were not seen, and a part 
of the cargo was jettisoned to lighten the 
vessel and keep it afloat, though it was evi- 
dent it could not survive much longer. 
Finally, after a week, the Sagami was sight- 
ed and the crew was transferred safely. 
Shortly after this the Lucifer foundered. 
The sufferings of the crew of the Lucifer 
and the danger of me situation were in- 
creased greatly by the boisterous weather. 
During the week of waiting heavy seas con- 
stantly washed the vessel's decks. Signals 


reckets and flares were burnt at night. 
The crew was amazed that the two steam- 
ers which were sighted—one of them within 
a mile of the Lucifer—proceeded without at- 
tempting to render assistance, for it seemed 
impossible that they did not see the signals. 


Liner Refuses to Give Aid? 

The oll pumped out of the Lucifer mod- 
erated the fury of the seas, but even after the 
Sagami was sighted the gale continued. The 
rescue occupied about five hours. The men 
lost all their belongings. 

The stores of the Sagami were greatly taxed 
by the additional men and they were placed 
on short rations. 

The captain of the Sagami, it is alleged, 
requested the liner Potsdam to take the. 
rescued mei aboard, but it declined.to do do

Heretofore considerable difficulty has been 
experienced between the workmen and build- 
ing trades, but this year scales have been 
signed and the men are apparently satisfied. 

With the exception of the machinists, about 
800 of whom are already on strike, it is be- 
lieved all the wage scales will be amicably 
adjusted. The machinists are striking for an 
increase of wages and shorter hours. 


No Strife in St. Louis. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 28.—Employers and 
labor leaders of St. Louis and the south- 
west report labor conditions better for May 
1 this year than for many years past. Prac- 
tically all wage scales in St. Louis and the 
surrounding territory for 200 miles are 
signed. In St. Louis alone this includes 
120.000 union men. 

The unions allied with the building trades 
council here are all signed for the year with 
the exception of a few men employed in 
small shops.. There are about 40,000 men in 
these unions. ' 

Other branches of trade show a similarly 
good condition. The agreements of the brew- 
ery workers, who were on a strike a feW 
weeks ago, are signed, as are also the other 
important trades. 


Frisco Faces Labor Crisis. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 28.—The ap- 
proach of May 1 finds San Francisco facing 
sgrious labor troubles. Eleven unions, in- 
cluding every branch of the metal trades, 
have called meetings to be held between 
now and next Tuesday night, to consider the 
refusal of employers to grant an eight-hour 
day with nine hours’ pay. A vote will be 
taken to decide whether the men shall ac- 
cept the offer of a continuance of the nine 
hour day with a five per cent increase of 
wages or go on strike. About 10,000 men are 
involved. 

The stréet car men have issued a call for 
a mass meeting at midnight Tuesday for the 
purpose of taking a vote on the refusal of 
the United railroads to grant the motermen 
and conductors an eight-hour day and a 
wage rate of 88 per day. If a strike should 
be voted the entire street car traffic of the 
city. will be paralyzed. 

The strike of steam laundry workers, which 
went into effect in this city and Oakland 
‘a month ago is still on with no immediate 
prospect of settlement. 


Paris Prepares for Trouble. 

PARIS; April 28.—With a view to coping 
with the May day demonstrations M. Lepine, 
the Prefect of Paris, will have an audience 
tomorrow of the commanders of the regi- 
ments stationed in this city. He has decided 
to give final instructions that the entire 
garrison be confined to barracks on that 
day or be posted in strategic positions s0 
as to be in readiness for trouble. Reports 
received up to this time do not indicate that 
there will be serious disturbances.

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RIOTOUS IN CAR STRIKE. 


DISORDER FOLLOWS WALKOUT OF 
EMPLOYES AT SALT LAKE. 


Action of Motormen and Conductors a 
Surprise, as It was Announced 
That Troubles Would be Settled by 

| Arbitration—Wage Iasue to Be 
Taken Up First and Other Matters 
hater—-Eggs and Other Weapons 
Brought Into Play. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, April 28.—A strike 
was declared on the street car lines of the 
Utah Light and railway company today, 450 
men walking out. Numerous scenes of dis- 
order followed attempts made by the company 
to operate a few cars with nonunion crews, 
and all efforts to maintain even a partial 
service soon were abandoned. 

‘The scenes of disorder that marked the be- 
ginning of the strike took place on Main 
street, between Brigham and Second South 
streets. The leaders of the demonstrations 
were strike sympathizers. Thestrikers them- 
selves took no part in the disturbance. Eggs 
were thrown by dozens. The strike sympa- 
thizers also cut trolley ropes and in some in- 
stances dragged the nonunion motormen off 
the cars. An end was put to the disturbances 
when a car marked U. S. mall was brought 
into action. 

Determination to strike was reached by 
the men shortly before 4 o’clock this morning. 
The vote in favor of a strike was unanimous, 
over 300 who were present of the 450 motor- 
men and conductors tasting their votes. The 
calling of the strike was a complete surprise, 
ag announcement had been made that arbi- 
tration had been agreed to by both sides. 
This followed several conferences between 
Mayor Thompson and a committee of citizens 
on the one side and President Bancroft of the 
company on the other. 

Mayor Thompson on Friday carried to the 
men assurances that Mr. Bancroft had agreed 
to arbitrate the wage question now and other 
matters later. This was satisfactory to the 
men. But yesterday Mr. Bancroft denied 
that he had agreed to arbitrate anything but 
the wage scale. This announcement caused 
the strike. 


Strikebreaker’s Victim Dies. 


Boston, April 28.—Michael Cunningham, a 
union teamster who was shot by a strike 
breaker in South Boston last Wednesday, 
died .of his injuries today. William Har- 
ris of New York is under arrest charged 
with shooting Cunningham. While one of 
the teams employed by a firm involved in 
the strike was passing the south station 
this afternoon a crowd collected and the 
driver, fearing trouble, fired three or four 
shots, none of which struck any one. 


Firemen Not Making Headway. 

New York, April 28.—[Special.]—Prest- 
dent Timothy Healy of the International 
Brotherhood of Stationary Firemen, who 
came to Brooklyn on Friday and established 
headquarters as director of the strike of 
firemen employed at the power house of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit company, has 
so far not met with much success. There 
was no indication today that his rallying 
of. firemen was going to put both the sur- 
face and elevated Hnes of the system out 
of business, for traffic operations went along 
just as usual.

HONOR HERO OF POTOMAC. 


VETERANS TO UNVEIL STATUE.OF 


GEN. GEORGE B. M’CLELLAN. 


Program Will Be, Feature of Thirty- 
seventh Annual Reunion of Organ- 
lation at Washington—President 

Roosevelt Will Make the Principal 
Speech—Model Work of Sculptor 
MacMonnies—Slouch Hat of Figure 
Removed After Much Discussion. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—The moat in- 
teresting feature of the thirty-seventh an- 
nual reunion of the Society of the Army of 
the Potomac this week will be the unveiling 
on May 2 of the heroic bronze equestr 


statue of Gen. George B. McClean, who w 


the organizer and first commander of the 
Army of the Potomac. The statue occupies 
a prominent position in the northwestern sec- 
tion of the city, being at the intersection of 
Connecticut avenue and Columbia road. 
President Roosevelt is to make the principal 
epeech, and addresses also will be made by 
Gens. Sickles, Howard, and Dodge. A feature 
of the exercises will be u brief history of the 
statue, which is the work of Frederick Mac- 
Monnies, the American sculptor, residing in 
Paris, by Gen, Horatio C. King, secretary of 
the society. About 5,000 troops, regulars 
end militia, will participate in the ceremonies. 
Mayor George B. McCleHan of New York is 
expected to attend. ; . 


Reunion Will Last Four Days. 


The reunion is to begin on the firet of 
May and will continue four days. On May 
8 the veterans are to be received by the 
president at the White house, and there will 
be a banquet that evening. The statue 
which is to be unveiled on Thursday has an 
interesting history. Mr. MacMonnies first 
made his model at his studio in Giverny, near 
Paris, where it was visited by miany artists 
and much admired for its vigorous treat- 
ment. Mr. MacMonnies modeled the figure 
of the general from photographs, busts, and 
articles worn by. him dufing war times and 
furnished the sculptor by relatives and com- 
rades of Gen. McClellan. . The model for 
the horse was in part taken from the huge 
plaster cast of the Wild Horses,“ which is 
a conspicuous feature of MacMonnies’ studio. 

The statue later was brought to Paris and 
exhibited in Mr. MacMonnies’ etudio, where 
it was viewed by the widow of Gen. McClel- 
lan, her son, Mayor McClellan of New York, 
and the committee appointed by the state de- 
partment to pass upon it. This committee 
included Consul General Mason of Paris, 
who served as a captain under Gen. Mc- 
Clellan. Mr. Mason pronounced the figure 
a striking likeness of the general, recalling 
that it chowed many of the latter’s personal 
characteristics of manner and dress, such 
as the old fashioned square toed boots, baggy 
sleeves, and slouch hat. 


Slouch Hat Removed. 


This slouch hat, as it appeared in the orig- 
inal plaster model, caused considerable agi- 
tation. Some of the general's old comrades 
of the army of the Potomac ineisted that he 
alwaye wore the small service cap with 
leather peak, and that the slouch hat was 
of much later origin. After much discussion, 
im which the Society of the Army of the Po- 


tomac took part, a compromise was made | 


by which the siduch hat was removed and 


the old time peaked cap was put in its place. 


It was in this form that the bronze figure 
finally was cast. Before being shipped to 
the United States the statue was exhibited 
at the national salon in Paris.

Washington, D. C., April 28.—The consump- 
tion of sugar in the United States in the fiscal 
year which endes with the month of June 
probably will exceed that of any earlier year 
in the history of the country, according to 
a Statement issued by the bureau of statistics 
of the department of commerce and labor 
today.

Tf TO HIT SHIPPERS 


COMMERCE BODY AFTER =EVI- 
DENCE OF UNDERBILLING.

Sweeping Investigation Ordered Into 
Charge That Hundreds of Mer- 
chants and Others Have Detrauded 
Railroads by Miastating Weights 
of Shipmests—Carriers Will Be Re- 
‘aquired to Keep Bviddhce Secured 
by Them te Aid in Prosecutions. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Special. 1 
The interstate commerce commission has 
started a sweeping investigation into the 
charges that bundreds of shippers through- 
out the United States, engaged in various 
lines of business, have been guilty of under- 
billing and underweighing commodities, in 
violation of the provisions of the new rail-_ 
road rate act. 

As à result an order has been made that in 
future all ratiroads shall keep a record of 
the violations of the law in this respect, and 
that this record shall be accessible. at all 
times to the agents of the commission. It 
thus will be brought home to shippers that 
the railroad rate act regulates theif operé- 
tions as much ag it does those of railroads. 

Underbilling or underweighing of ship- 
ments offered in interstate commerce is pun- 
ishable by fine and imprisonment or both. In 
the case of two oil companies doing business 
in North Caroline strong evidence was 
obtained that the railroad companies were de- 
frauded of comparatively large sums by un- 
derweighing shipments. The evidence col- 
lected in this connection has been forwarded 
to the department of justice, and proceedings 
are about: to be instituted against the two 
concerns involved. 

The complaint is made that the evils of 
underbilling and underweighing are steadily 
growing. It is said that railroads are timid 
about reporting .such violations of the law 
to thgscommission on account of the trouble 
and inconvenience that such a step causes. 
Railroads; as à rule, merely direct the at- 
tention of an offending shipper to an instance 
of underweighing and collect the proper 
freight charge. 

The commission, under the new law, insists 
that the railroads shal! coJperate with it in 
prosecuting offending shippers, and the in- 
vestigation just set on foot was planned for 
the purpose of getting at all the facts. 


SERMON IN CHINESE TONGUE. 


Missionary Beattie Addresses Large 
Congregation of Orientals in Their 
Language at Association Hall. 


The Rev. Andrew Beattie, for eighteen 
years a Presbyterian. missionary in Canton, 
China, addressed the largest native Chinese 
gathering ever assembled in Chicago last 
night in Association hall, 153.La Salle street, 
His sermon, it is said, is the first ever deliv- 
ered in the Chinese language by an American 
in the city. His main appeal to the Celestial 
was for aid for their Ar race in China. 
A collection of $72.25 was taken up for the 
tamine sufferers. 

Mr. Beattie expressed surprise at the ad- 
vance made in the Chinese mission work in 
the city; there are now seventeen Chinese 
Sunday schools under various Protestant 
denominations, with a total membership of 
400. He mentioned that the great increase 
in the Chinese population of the city, partly 
due to the San Francisco disaster, calls for 
redoubled effort in the mission work, there 
being nearly 4,000 Chinése.In Chicago. 

The Rev. J. A. Mack, president of the Chi- 
nese Christian union, was chairman of the 
meeting. Other speakers were John Lee, a 
native of China, who is a senior in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago; the Rev. Chow Leung, the 
only ordained Chinese minister in the city, 
and Calvin’ H. Mills, hekd of, the Chinese 
Presbyterian mission.

has been stopped, the secretary believing that 
copies on loose sheets filed in flat file are a 
sufficient record. Moreover, the card index 
system has been put in force in the division. 


Quicker Action Hereafter. . 

Secretary Garfield also has ordered that 
hereafter all matters of a character which 
require the secretary action or transmission 
to the president for hig action must be ac- 
companied by a draft of a letter or other 
form prepared for signature by the head of 
the department. This will maure expedition. 
When the communioations are to be made to 
congress they will be prepared for the sec- 
retary’s signature and accompanied by any 
drafte of bills that may be required. Of 
course, the secretary retains in his own hands 
all the correspondence in regard to the larger 
matters of policy of the department, but the 
correspondence relating to the technical de- 
tails of the work of each bureau will be con- 
ducted by the head of that hureau with other 
bureau chiefs in the Interior or other depart- 
menta, including the civi] service commission. 

There has been criticism in the past ot the. 
action of bureau chiefs in communicating 
directly with members of congress. Mr. Gar- 
field ordered that all written communications 
with committees of congress and with heads 
of other departments shall be conducted 
through him. Moreover, he hag authorised 
bureau chiefs to answer directly any com- 
munications from members of congress 
which relate to the work of the bureau, but if 
the matter Mvolved deals with broad ques- 
tions of policy. then, of course, he will act 


upon it. 


Efficiency, Not Economy, Sought. 

Wherever possible the secretary is aiming 
at a decrease in the expenditures of depart- 
mental administration. The other day he ef- 
fected an annual saving of §7,000 by relieving 
employés of the necessity of acknowledging 
their signatures to traveling expense accounts 
before a notary or other official empowered 
to administer oaths. In the work of re- 
organization, the secretary, however, is not 
looking to economy at this time so much as 
he is seeking efficiency. He believes that 
with efficiency economy will follow naturally. 
The most important thing to be done now ie 
to bring the business of the department up 
to date, so as to end the constant complaints 
being made against it for failure to act upon 
important questions, claims, etc. 

It should be a matter of satisfaction to 
people of Illinois to know that the bureau of 
pensions, of which Vespasian Warner of 
Clinton. 4 commissioner, has achieved a sub- 
stantial reduction in the number of pending 
claims in spite ot the fact that more than 
200,000 new appilcations were filed during 
the last year. Mr. Warner has reported the 
work of the bureau to be current; a condition 
that hasn't existed for u long time. This 
result has been reached by a careful adjust- 
ment of the force of employés, warranting 
a large decrease in their number, saving more 
than $200,000.in salaries and other expenses. 

Altogether the reorgenization of the inte- 
rior department promises to effect the moet 
important governmental reformin years. 


Probably it. wlll lead to similar. reorganiza--

Growth of Organisation, He Says, Is 


Evidence Ot and AfA to Growth of 
Spirit ef Religious Tolerance in 
America—Is Gratified by Results in 
Philippines, Porto Rico, Cuba, and 
Canal Zone of Panama, to Which He 
Says Government Will Give Aid. 


Dayton, O., April 28.—[{Special.}—Testi- 
mony of the moral elevation of American 
manhood by the T. M. C. A. wae given by 
Secretary of War Taft at the dedication of 
the association's new building here tonight. 

After praising the purposes for which the 
the association maintains its organization 
the secretary said: 

Another characteristic of the aasociation 
is its nonsectarian. religious quality. It be- 
lieves in the Christian religion, it is tolerant, 
liberal in its scope, and knows no denom- 
ination, no race, no politics. The growth of 
the association has been an evidence of, and 
at the same time an assistance to, the growth 
of the spirit of Christian tolerance among 
all denomtnations.”’ 

In proof of the growth of religious toler- 
ance in America Mr. Taft reviewed the nego- 
tlatlons of the government with Pope Leo 
XIII. which resulted in the acquisition by the 
government of the “ friars’ lands" in the 
Philippines. The support given the govern- 
ment by the Protestant denominations in 
conducting what might have been termed 
“diplomatic relations” was gratifying to 
the speaker. 


Know of Good Work Done. 


Secretary Taft said that he had not thought 
it especially appropriate for him to deliver 
an address on this occasion, as he had not 
been particularly identified, as an individual, 
with T. M. C. A. work, but when I remem- 
beréd,” he said, the opportunities we have 
for observation of the usefulness of this asso- 
ciation in the army of the United States, in 
the Philippines, on the isthmus of Panama, 
and in other foreign dependencies, I felt that 
I should be failing to render teatimony which 
was due this occasion it I did not say some- 
thing upon the subject of the scope of its 
operations within my official cognizance.” 

The secretary referred to the work of the 
association for the elevation and assistance 
of railroad employés * to the fact that con- 
gteas had given authority to the secretary 
of war to grant permission to the T. M. C. A. 
to maintain on all military reservations such 
buildings as its work for the promotion of 
intellectual, physical, and moral welfare of 
the garrisone might require. 

“ But nowhere,” said the secretary, “is 
the opportunity for usefulness of the Y. M. 
C. A. greater than among Americans in the 
Philippines; Porto Rico, Cuba, and on the 
isthmus of Panama. 


Clubhouses on Isthmus. 


He said that on the isthmus, in the Ameri- 
can gone, the canal commission had con- 
structed clubhouses at Culebra, Empire, 
Gorgiana, and Cristobal with writing, card, 
and billiard rooms, bowling alleys, gym- 
nasiums, and shower baths. A comprehen- 
sive plan has been devised whereby the com- 
mission, working in conjunction with the 
Young Men's association, will manage these 
and other similar buildings in labor centers. 
The commission has appointed as secretaries 
of these clubhouses four men who are identi- 
fied with the T. M. C. A., and pays the salary 
of these men.

A “BAD CITY.” 

The article in McClure’s Magazine for 
May relating to crime in Chicago, which 
has stirred up so much ill feeling among 
our esteemed contemporaries, seems to us 
to he largely founded in fact. Chicago is 
an exceedingly bad city.” It is the chief 
resort of criminals in the United States. 
It has been made inviting fer them 
through the laxity of police rule in two 
downtown wards. Owing to its. location 
Chicago is a harbor of refuge for the 
criminals of a great extent of country. 

Sailors from the lakes who have no oc- 
cupation in winter naturally drift into 
Chicago. Sailors on the sea, however, are 
employed in winter as well as in summer 
and do not remain in New. York unless out 
of work. The hobos and tramps who 
infest the farmyards of the northwest 
and have some slight occupation during 
the harvest season return to Chicago in 
winter. They cannot endure the incon- 
venience of the additional 1,000 miles of 
travel to New York. 

Then Chicago is the central point of 
the northwest and receives the refuse 
from about a dozen penitentiaries in the 
surrounding states. The ex-convicts do 
not ga to New York, because they cannot 
well afford it. Chicago is near and con- 
venient and offers an inviting field, be- 
cause the police are not severe in their 
survefilance of criminals. 

The hobos, tramps, and ex-convicts find 
in Chicago besidés a tolerant. police force 
the convenient lodging houses of the First 
and Eighteenth wards. Chicago is prob- 
ably a cheaper city to live in for the crim- 
inal or “near criminal” than ‘any other 
city in the United States. He can get at

goes a free lunch. For 5 or 10 cents at 
the outside he can get a night’s lodging. 
He can easily. live for from $1.50 to $1.75 
per week. He cannot get the barest 
necessaries of life in New York for the 
same price. Naturally the First and 
ighteenth wards offer inviting homes to 
the hobos; tramps, and criminals during 
the winter. They look upon Chicago as a 
luxurious city to live in. 

The remedy for this state of things, of 
course, would be a vagrant law with strict 
enforcement without reference to the par- 
tiality of any of the ward politicians. 
There should be some measure adopted to 
make Chicago less desirable as a refuge 
for criminals. There should be some sys- 
tematic exchange of .photographs and 
measurements by which the professional 
criminals may be identified by the ‘police, 
and as soon as they are identified’ they 
should be driven out of town. 

There has been an astounding laxness 
of rule in Chicago during the last few 
years with reference to these outcasts. 
Under Mayor Busse there should be a 
marked improvement. There is no reason 
why Chicago should have more than its 
fair proportion of criminals. Those who 
have no right to be here or no good reason 
to show for staying here should be invited 
promptly to leave and go where they came 
from or properly belong. If they have 
homes they should be obliged to go to 
them. If they have not any they should 
be required to look for them or for honest 
work that will make homes for them. 

Above all, they, should be put to work 
if such a thing is possible. Vagrancy 
should be punished. more severely than it 
ever has been in this city, and we hope 
it will be under the administration of the 
new mayor, if he is encouraged and, as- 
sisted, as he should be, by proper jaw 
enacted by the legislature now in session, 


NO BACK NUMBERS ON POLICE FORCE. 

Tue TRIBUNE has no private informa- 
tion as to the Intentions of Mayor Busse 
with reference to the police force. . It does 
not know what plans he has for its reor- 
ganization or what may be in the mind of 
Chief Shippy. 

It trusts sincerely, however, that. the 
authorities will not call back to the force 
any of the former inspectors who have 
been retired or ho We resigned for good 
reasons. 

It would be a 1 if ex-In- 
spector Hunt or Lavin should be rein- 
stated. Whether the charges against 
them were just or unjust, they are out 
of the service. They have served. their 
time. They have outlived their useful- 
ness. The mill will never grind with the 
water that has passed. The police de- 
partment will never be reinforced by re- 
storing to its ranks ex-inspectors concern- 
ing whose conduct there has been grave 
doubt. 

What the force needs is fresh blood 
new and younger men who have not 
doubtful records and who are not opposed 
or distrusted by a considerable element in 
the community. The new officers should 
be men in whom the people and the police 
themselves have confidence. It should not 
be necessary to go to the retired list to 
| get officers. Let those who have been re- 
tired ‘stay retired, and let their places be 
filled, it not already filled, by the promo- 
tion of deserving subordinates. This is a 
policy which we believe will commend it- 
rolf to the mayor and to the e public. 


THE LAKE FRONT DRIVEWAY. 

Gov. Deneen should not allow himself 
to be governed by the letter of, advice 
concerning the lake front sent him by an 
army officer temporarily living in Chicago. 
The men who have built up Chicago and 
who now take the most prominent part in 
the commercial life of the city are agreed 
that there is no need of reserving the lake 
shore for warehouses and docks, and not 
the slighte«t reason to expect that the lake 
| shore wou be used for that purpose if 
not ubed for a park.

The south side, including Hyde Park, 
has excellent facilities for passenger 
trafic. For many years, however, the 
people living north of Fifty-first, street 
have been deprived of immediate access 
to the lake shore, except by traveling 
north or south as well as east. The south 
side has not had its lake shore drive, as 
the north side has had. This ohe element 
of pleasure and beatity has been missing. 


Now it is proposed to atone for the past 


mistakes which allowed this heritage of 
the people to be shut off from them. The 
bill to remedy the situation has passed the 
legislature. The Illinois Central railroad, 
which owns the riparian rights of a large 
part of the shore, is willing to coöperate 
in this public benefit. The proposed’ park 
and driveway will be the greatest step 
toward the beautification of Chicago that 
it is possible to take, and will be a thing 
of which. any elty in the world might be 
proud. No commercial interest will suffer 
from it, but indireetly all commercial in- 
terests will be benefited by making Chi- 


cago greater and more beautiful, a pleas-. 


anter place to live in. However it strikes 
a stranger who has already on another 
occasion shown his hostility to the city, the 
people of Chicago earnestly desire this bill 
to become a law. The governor is him- 
self a Chicagoan, and should confidently 
be relied.upon to help his city. 


“THE LIVING TRUTH. 

The whole country is indebted to Profs. 
Mathews, Jordan, and Hektoen for the 
thorough examination of the condition of 
the Union stockyards, of which an ac- 
count appears in The World Today for 
i What the state of things was two 
years ago is now ancient history. What 
the motive was for a change is immaterial. 
The question in which the public is inter- 
ested is whether at present the precau- 
tions taken to ipsure proper condition of 


meats dressed at the stockyards are such 


as to commend themselves to consumers, 
Of the three men, who spent eight days 
at the stockyards seeing everything, one 
is a trained observer and writer, dean of 
a divinity school and editor of a high class 
magazine, and the other two are bacteri- 
ological experts whose rank in their pro- 
fession is high and has been recognized 
by the government. 

The unanimous ‘testimony of these gen- 
tlemen is that the highest possible de- 
gree Df cleanliness is reached at the pack- 
ing houses. The old buildings are kept 
in good condition, and the new ones are 
such “as a hospital might covet.” Inspec- 
tion is thorough and effective. The three 
hundred government officials who attend 
to it are competent and alert. There is 
no chance that a condemned piece of meat 
might reach the market, and no chance 
that good meat might be injured by un- 
cleanliness, either of the building or of 
the employés. The detailed statement of 
the investigation as prepared by Prof. 
Mathews. answers all possible questions 
based on earlier reports. 

It is not only a relief to the whole 
country to know that the meat that comes 
from Chicago may be relied upon to have 
left the packing houses in perfect con- 
dition. It is a relief to the city to know 
that this important industry is carried on 
in a way to reflect credit upon the city. It 


‘may be some time before the influence 
of earlier: adverse reports is entirely de- 


stroyed, but the truth will ultimately pre- 
vail. It is possible that enemies of Chi- 
cago may continue to make use of former 
criticism, now not aphlicable. An instante |' 
of that tendency is seen in another’ May 
magazine, which reprints, as if applicable 
to.Chicago now, newspaper reports,! based 
upon the inefficiency of the Chicago y police 
under a former mayor. What may have 
been true fifteen months ago, or even more 
recently, has nothing to do with the pres- 
ent ‘condition, except as it was a power- 
ful motive for a change of administration, 
ns. concerns ‘the eity, and of methods, as 
concerns the stockyards. It is to be 
hoped, and it is confidently believed, that 
the present satisfactory state of things 
will ‘continue until it is as notorious as 
the former unsatisfactory state. The 
World Today is as deserving of praise 
for publishing the living truth as the 
other magazine is deserving of censure 
for digging up the ghastly skeleton of 
a truth that is dead.

The music is confined entirely to the first 
and third acts, the second being dev oted to

The company is a well balanced one. Fritz 
Williams is featured in the cast. His role

Bradbury as the father of Joe does a broad 
beamed, broad smiling old country jake in 
thoroughly commendable style. His speech- 
making, first to the villagers and later toJoe, 
in the first act, is accomplished with much 
of naturalness, and his repeated fights with 
Mr. Harrigan are done With a flerceness and 
a variation in method which make them both 
amusing and effective. | 

Mr. Marlowe as the belligerent Mr. Har- 
rigan is well in place and Mr. Pincus adds 
to the fun of things by his work as a fat 
boy.

WHEAT BULLS IN 1 


CROP FEARS ARE BASIS OF SHARP 
PRICE ADVANCES: 


Situation Southwest Becomes Alarm- 
ing, with Damage Rapidly Increas- 
ing as Result of Long Drought and 
Continued Bug Invasion—for- 
eign Markets Active and Higher— 
Exports Large—Corn Prices Lifted 
—Realizing in Oats. 


Fears for the growing crop outweighed all 
other influences in the wheat market last 
week, being mainly responsible for broadly 
expanding activity and pronounced advances 
in values, In the late sessions interest was 
at fever heat, there being a general scramble 
of both professionals and nonprofessionals 
to buy in the pit, old time observers declaring 
that such genuine excitement has not char- 
acterized the trade since the memorable 
black rust days. The week's closing quo- 
tations were 80%c for May, 834%@83%c for 
July, and 84%@85c for September, represent- 
ing net gains of 2c, educ., and 2%c, re- 
spectively, over the final prices of the pre- 
ceding week. 

Factors which served to build up the gen- 
eral uneasiness were practically unbroken 
drought in the needy sections of Kansas and 
other parts of tne southwest, unseasonably 
cold weather in all directions, with killing 
frosts in important sections; extending dam- 
age from the green bug invasion, un- 
favorable crop conditions abroad, thoroughly 
reflected by the European markets, and a 
big pickup in the foreign inquiry for Ameri- 
can wheat. 

The earlier sessions of the week found the 
general trade inclined to cautious moving, 
big supporters late in the period holding off 
on the repeated promises of moisture for the 
crusty southwest. At times the weather 
man was strong on his probability of 
rains for Kansas, but, while there were scat- 
tered precipitations, the downfall was far 
from sufficient. Continuation of such con- 
ditions finally stirred up a world of buying, 
and prices gave ready response. In the first 
hour Saturday prices were lifted to Sic for 
May, 84c for July, and 86c for September. 
Reaction resulted from general realizing, but 
the weaker spots witnessed support of an 
excellent character, 


Estimates of Damage Vary. 

Estimates as to the extent of actual dam- 
age in Kansas varied, but men whose views 
are given good weight insisted that the sit- 
uation was becoming alarming, with each dry 
day adding materially to the general seri- 
ousness. Contrary to the declarations made 
by bears earlier in the season, cold weather 
did not seem to impair the energy of the 
green bugs,“ apparently stimulating their 
activity instead. The low temperatures, 
however, were said to have militated strong- 
ly against the effectivenegs of the natural en- 
emies of the bugs.“ Reports of winter kill- 
ing in Ohio, Indiana, and other parts of the 
middle west were numerous and most posi- 
tive in character, and the long spell of dry- 
ness and unseasonable temperatures, accord- 
ing to men on the spot,“ has wrought much 
injury in Nebraska and Missouri. 

Snows and wWintry weather were said to 
have handicapped seeding operations in the 
northwest, results thus far being consider- 
ably behind those of last year at this time. 
Hungary, Germany, Roumania, and south- 
western Russia reported the crop situation 
unfavorable, amd all the leading European 
markets were stirred to marked apprehen- 
siveness over the possibility of ultimate re- 
sults. Antwerp, Budapest, Paris, Liver- 
pool, and Berlin late in the week advanced 
sharply the upturns at Budapest and Ant- 
werp bordering on the sensational. 


* Argentine Exports Are Liberal. 


Shipments from the Argentine for the week 
were liberal, but well.under those of the week 
before, when a new record was established. 
The receipts at domestic primary points 
served as the main argument for the bears, 
but they had little effect on the bullish trade. 
They ran materially in excess of those of a 
year ago, but it is expected that the move- 
ment to northwestern points will begin to fall 
off in the near future. The visible supply 
is large, and there has not heen material re- 
duction of the heavy local holdings. Bulls 
are hopeful, however, that the burden will 
become less heavy if the foreign business 
keeps up as it started out last week. The 
seaboard on Friday was an active bidder (or 
No. 2 red winter wheat in this market. 

The weather at the moment is the whole 
thing.“ said a student of the wheat market, 
“and it is backed up by many other bull- 
ish influences. There seems to be no ques 
tion that considerable damage has been done 
in the best producing sections of the south- 
west, and unless there is early improvement 
in conditions the situation must become 
alarming. Conservative advices indicate that 
in some instances the reports of damage have 
been exaggerated somewhat, but that the 
grain is going backward rapidly. The out- 
side trade is waking up to the possibility of 
an old fashioned bull market, and whem it 
takes a hand something generally is doing.”’ 


Strength Displayed in Corn. 
Marked strength characterized the corn 
market the greater part of the week, and 
business generally was more active and in- 
teresting. Light local receipts, unfavorable 
weather for planting, meager stocks of con- 
tract stuff, improvement in the demand from 
abroad, and the firmness in wheat were 
among the principal tonicky factors. The 
week end prices showed advances of 2@2%c 
for May, 1%c for July, and 1%@%c for 
September, as compared to those of the pre- 
ceding week.

Oats Holders Pocket Profits.

Final 
quotations showed % higher for May, 1-100 
lower for July, and 1-16c firmer for Septem- 
ber, as compared to the close of the previous 
week. Principal interest was centered in 
the September, in which trade at times was 
broad and active. Receipts continued light, 
with the demand sufficient to prevent much 
of an accumulation, and there was a mass 
of unfavorable crop advices from all princi- 
pal producing regions. The situation in the 
southwest is said to be serious as a 
result of the “green bug” ravages, many 
fields representing total fuination. Local 
holdings of standard oats are less than 900. 
000 bu, compared to a total of about 3,250,000 
bu a year ago. 

“There does not seem to be anything on 
the surface to suggest lower prices for oats,“ 
said a leading trader, but there does seem 
to be much to warrant increasing strength, 
If crop conditions are as they are repre- 
sented to be, I can't see anything bearish at 
all.“ 

Provisions Dull and Featureless. 

Except for infrequent and short lived 
spurts, the provision market ruled dulj and 
featureless last week. Prices kept within 
narrow bounds, with traders generally rest- 
ing or only mildly active im the pit. At times 
business was practically at a standstill. Gen- 
eral sentiment appeared to be more veurisn, 
being affected by the liberal western receipts 
of hogs. The summer should bring a lower 
level of prices all around.“ said a provision 
expert. The cash demand is not as good 
as it has been, and there is nothing in the 
air to indicate that it will pick up. Stocks 
of lard are increasing, and I believe that the 
hog movement will continue large for a long 
time to come.“ Final prices of the week 
showed 2½ lower to 10c higher for pork, 
2 firmer for lard, and 100 stronger for ribs 
as compared to those of the week before.
